TEXTILES  IN  ATHLETICS

This  70th  meeting  between  the  Tigers 
and  the  Gamecocks  marks  the  last  time 
that  Clemson  will  host  an  intercollegiate 
football  team  on  terra  firma.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  1973  season  inter- 
collegiate football  games  at  Clemson  will 
be  played  on  a  textile  produce— artificial 
turf.  Artificial  turf  is  a  textile  develop- 
ment that  has  been  used  successfully  for 
football  for  several  years.  To  meet  the 
requirements  for  a  product  to  replace  a 
good  natural  turf  for  football,  textile 
scientists  had  to  develop  a  material  with 
good  traction,  strength,  resilience,  color- 
fastness,  pest-resistant  and  maintenance 
characteristics.  Artificial  turf  is  often 
made  with  grass-like  nylon  filaments 
knitted  or  tufted  to  a  hieght  of  3/4  inches 
on  a  backing  fabric  of  polyester  and 
nylon.  This  carpet  is  adhesively  bonded 
to  a  shock-absorbing  moisture  proof  pad 
which  in  turn  is  bonded  to  an  asphalt 
base.  Clemson  has  been  considering  arti- 
ficial turf  for  Death  Valley  for  several 
years.  The  Athletic  and  Textile  Depart- 
ments have  followed  closely  the  progress 
of  various  turf  designs  and  recently  made 
a  cooperative  study  to  determine  which 
turf  would  be  best  suited  for  Clemson 
football.  When  the  Tigers  meet  the 
Bulldogs  of  The  Citadel  September  8, 
1973,  textiles  will  be  there  in  full  color. 

But  artificial  turf  development  is  not 
the  only  way  that  textiles  and  football 
work  together.  When  the  team,  dressed  in 
doubleknitted  orange  and  blue  trousers 
and  navy  blue  blazers  with  the  woven 
orange  team  emblem,  arrives  at  the 
stadium  several  hours  before  game  time 
textiles  have  only  begun  to  serve.  The 
dressing  and  training  rooms  are  covered 
with  a  tufted  carpet  in  Tiger  orange.  The 
taping  tables  in  the  training  room  are 
covered  with  a  stretch  fabric  designed  for 
service  and  cleanliness.  Here  Trainer  Fred 
Hoover  and  his  staff  use  a  variety  of 
textile  products  routinely  to  help  prevent 
player  injuries.  Before  each  game  the 
team  uses  nearly  two  miles  of  tape  and 
tape  underwrapping,  an  assortment  of 
various  size  band  aids,  over  200  gauze 
pads,  various  amounts  of  felt  for  shoe 
lifts,  and  about  200  cotton  applicators. 

To  help  rehabilitate  injured  athletes 
and  prevent  further  injury  from  an 
existing  minor  sprain  or  bruise,  Clemson 
trainers  use  other  textile  specialties  such 
as  rib  vests,  protective  sleeves  of  woven 
elastic  with  inserted  padding,  steel  rein-

forced  elastic  braces,  nonwoven  cotton 
combine  rolls  for  hot  packs,  special 
elastic  wrapping  for  Charlie  horses,  and 
various  configurations  of  foam  rubber. 

There  has  been  a  lot  of  talk  about 
increased  injuries  on  artificial  turf.  It 
would  take  at  least  a  comprehensive 
five-year  study  to  prove  or  disprove  this 
point.  Meanwhile,  textiles  and  football 
will  continue  to  work  together  in  the 
development  of  better  protective  prod- 
ucts for  safer  games. 

After  taping,  a  Clemson  athlete  begins 
to  dress  for  the  game.  At  this  point  he 
must  wonder  how  extremely  dependent 
he  is  on  textile  products.  In  a  sense  he 
will  soon  be  the  personification  of  5,000 
years  of  textile  progress.  As  a  modern-day 
gladiator  his  battle  dress  consists  of  over 
95  percent  textile  or  textile-related  prod- 
ucts. Equipment  Manager  Tom  Burton 
and  his  staff  attend  to  the  proper  fitting 
and  maintenance  of  Tiger  equipment. 
Tom  follows  recent  developments  in 
athletic  clothing  and  equipment  very 
closely  and  often  works  in  conjunction 


with  Clemson's  Textile  Department  in 
laboratory  and  field  evaluations  of  the 
durability  and  performance  of  new 
fabrics. 

From  foot  to  head  a  football  player's 
gear  includes  numerous  textile  innova- 
tions. He  often  wears  two  pairs  of  socks. 
His  inside  socks  are  cotton  for  comfort 
and  durability,  knitted  in  tube  form  so 
that  one  size  fits  all.  On  top  of  these 
socks,  over  the  calf,  he  wears  orange 
stockings  for  color  and  abrasion  protec- 
tion. He  wears  shorts  of  cotton  under  an 
elastic  supporter  for  rash  protection, 
moisture  absorption  and  comfort.  His  hip 
pads,  often  of  the  girdle  type,  are  made 
with  nylon  for  durability,  stability,  and 
maximum  freedom  of  movement.  Inside 
the  pants  are  cotton  pockets  to  hold  knee 
and  thigh  pads,  made  of  components  of 
polyurthane  (foam  rubber)  and  another 
polymer  (a  common  basis  for  all  textile 
fibers).  Over  the  shoulders  and  chest  he 
wears  a  short  T-shirt  (shimmel  in  football 
jargon)  of  cotton  which  serves  to  absorb 
perspiration  and  protect  the  skin  from 


abrasion.  His  shoulder  pads  have  a 
polymer  base  outside,  cushioned  with 
foam  and  fabric,  held  in  place  by  nylon 
or  elastic  strapping.  When  mesh  jerseys 
are  used  he  wears  a  second  T-shirt  under 
the  shoulder  pads  matching  the  jersey 
color  to  provide  contrast  so  the  jersey 
number  can  be  readily  identified.  His 
mesh  jersey  has  two  fabric  components— a 
cotton  top  for  stability  and  abrasion  to 
cover  the  shoulder  pad  flaps  and  a  nylon 
net  body  to  provide  ventilation.  His 
jersey  numbers  are  made  from  adhesively 
backed  fabric  rigidly  held  by  further 
stitching.  His  helmet  shell  is  made  of  high 
impact  polycarbonate,  painted  and  pawed 
on  the  inside  to  prevent  scuffing,  and 
suspended  or  padded  with  fabric  or  fiber 
reinforcement.  His  shoes  commonly  have 
nylon  cleats  and  the  soles  of  shoes  for  use 
on  artificial  turf  are  sometimes  nolded 
from  textile  products.  As  you  can  see, 
textiles  are  an  essential  item  in  getting  a 
football  team  on  the  field. 

When  the  Clemson  Tigers  appear  prior 
to  kickoff  they  are  greeted  with  the 
Fighting  Tiger  Paw  on  an  orange  cloth. 
We  remember  our  country  with  the 
playing  of  our  National  Anthem  and  the 
raising  of  our  flag,  the  symbol  of  America 
woven  in  red,  white,  and  blue. 

The  American  textile  industry  em- 
ploys over  a  million  people  working  for 
more  than  700  companies  in  over  7,000 
plants  in  47  states.  Each  year  textile 
employees  earn  $6  billion,  pay  $762 
million  in  personal  taxes,  spend  $1.4 
billion  for  food,  over  $1  billion  for 
housing,  and  $550  million  for  transporta- 
tion. In  recent  years  the  textile  industry 
has  been  concentrated  in  the  southeast, 
notably  in  the  Carolinas,  Georgia,  and 
Alabama.  Today  65  percent  of  the 
nation's  textile  plants  are  in  the  south- 
east. 

The  Piedmont  region  of  South 
Carolina  is  considered  to  be  the  textile 
center  of  the  world.  In  South  Carolina, 
62  percent  of  the  work  force  is  employed 
by  the  fiber,  fabric  and  apparel  manufac- 
turing segments  of  the  textile  industry 
and  earns  in  excess  of  $1.5  billion 
annually.  A  further  estimate  of  the 
workers  who  manufacture  for  the  textile 
industry  would  include  an  additional  8  to 
10  percent  of  the  work  force.  But  a  key 
point  is  that  textiles  is  not  only  fibers, 
fabrics,  and  garments.  In  involves  indus- 
trial, mechanical,  electrical,  chemical  and 
civil  engineering,  architecture,  computer 
science,  art,  design,  and  agriculture.  The 
textile  industry  is  a  dynamic  people- 
oriented  complex  that  is  the  very  heart  of 
South  Carolina. 

Clemson's  Textile  Department  is  to 
the  textile  industry  what  the  textile 
industry  is  to  South  Carolina  and  the 
nation.    The    Textile    Department  has 


offered  curricula  since  1898.  The  depart- 
ment currently  offers  three  under- 
graduate and  three  graduate  degree  pro- 
grams and  cooperates  with  other  depart- 
ments in  the  granting  of  four  bachelors 
and  one  Ph.D.  degree.  Over  2,500  textile 
degrees  have  been  awarded  by  Clemson 
University.  Among  the  many  textile  grad-

When  other  people  recast  their 
memories,  they  always  seem  to  have 
bygone  events  in  such  sharp  focus  — 
though  I  often  suspect  that  imagination 
has  joined  forces  with  fact. 

My  memory  seems  to  diffuse  with  the 
passing  years,  perhaps  because  I  am  prone 
to  savor  each  moment  for  that  moment 
and  look  ahead  to  future  goodies  more 
than  back  at  past  ones. 

But  as  I  review  47  years  of  Clemson 
football,  38  of  them  as  a  campus  resident, 
everything  seems  to  focus  on  one  fall 
afternoon  in  1939  when,  in  my  opinion, 
Clemson  stepped  over  the  threshold  into 
the  arena  of  modern  bigtime  football. 

Came  of  age,  so  to  speak. 

There  had,  of  course  been  big-time 
Clemson  victories  in  past  years,  but  they 
had  been  scattered  one  to  the  season  and 
sometimes  separated  by  a  decade  of 
seasons:  the  defeat  of  Georgia  Tech  in 
1936;  Auburn  in  1928;  Tennessee  in 
1919;  Florida  in  1917;  Georgia  in  1914. 

A  Sunday  punch  now  and  then  but  no 
consistency. 

By  contrast,  there  was  a  pattern 
building  up  to  the  1939  afternoon  that  is 
coming  back  into  focus  for  me.  Georgia 
Tech  had  been  defeated  in  1936;  Tech 
barely  gained  a  7—0  win  the  next  year 
and  Florida  was  downed,  10—9;  Tulane 
was  conquered,  13-10,  in  1938  and  so 
was  Kentucky,  14—0. 

In  the  second  game  of  1939,  Tulane 
just  squeezed  out  a  7—6  win.  Presbyterian 
had  been  disposed  of,  18—0,  and  wins

over  N.  C.  State  (25-6)  and  South  Caro- 
lina (27—0)  had  prepared  the  stage  for  a 
Clemson  shot  at  national  attention. 

The  site,  Annapolis,  Maryland;  the 
opponent.  Navy;  the  day,  windy  and 
clear;  the  sports  world,  unconcerned. 

The  invitation  to  do  this  piece  asked 
for  a  recall  of  some  of  the  stars  of 
Clemson's  football  past.  Well,  the  1939 
season  is  a  perfect  vehicle  for  doing  it 
because  it  combined  the  best  talents  of  a 
double  handful  of  individual  stars,  line- 
men as  well  as  backs. 

It  took  the  blocking  power  of  Joe 
Payne,  the  triple-threat  finesse  of  Banks 
McFadden,  the  sohdity  of  fullback 
Charlie  Timmons,  the  will-o-the-wispness 
of  wingback  Shad  Bryant  and  the  com- 
petitive hearts  of  guys  like  Red  Sharpe, 
Tom  Moorer,  Walter  Cox,  Bill  Hall, 
George  Fritts,  Carl  Black  and  Joe  Blalock. 
There  were  others,  but  these  fellows  were 
the  first  liners  in  those  basically  one- 
platoon  days. 

Yes,  there  were  others.  Let's  take  the 
Navy  game  as  a  specific  for  instance. 

Banks  McFadden,  who  was  to  become 
Clemson's  first  All-American  performer 
that  year,  was  in  the  hospital  with  a  foot 


infection  and  did  not  make  the  Nav>'  trip. 
Within  two  minutes  of  the  kickoff  Bru 
Trexler  was  injured,  leaving  the  Tigers 
without  a  player  who  had  ever  punted  in 
a  varsity  game. 

Little  Chippy  Maness  and  slender 
Aubrey  Rion  took  over  McFadden's  tail- 
back duties,  including  the  kicking. 

The  situation  was  so  serious  that 
Coach  Jess  Neely  frankly  admitted,  "It 
was  the  first  time  in  my  coaching  career 
that  I  prayed  for  20  yard  punts." 

How  far  Clemson  was  from  the  big- 
time  was  indicated  by  Navy  Coach  Swede 
Larson  in  a  pre-game  interview  with  Sam 
Butz  of  the  Jacksonville  (Fla.)  Times 
Union,  who  had  asked  about  the  possibi- 
lity of  a  Navy— University  of  Florida 
game. 

"I'd  be  delighted  to  play  Florida  and 
lose  to  them  instead  of  Clemson.  No  one 
up  here  knows  anything  about  Clemson 
and  I'm  having  a  terrible  time  getting 
anyone  to  believe  they're  a  good  team.  At 
least  our  people  know  where  Florida  is." 

And  so  in  that  setting  the  game  began. 

Very  early  Tigers  pinned  Navy  deep  in 
its  own  territory  and  turned  a  fumble 
into  a  safety   for   two   points.  Three

minutes  later  the  Tigers  uncorked  the 
play  that  broke  the  game  open  and 
catapulted  Clemson  into  the  football  big- 
time. 

In  those  days  the  Tigers  came  at  you 
from  a  single  wing  formation.  Fullback 
Charlie  Timmons  executed  his  full  spin 
and  broke  across  Navy's  right  tackle, 
trailed  out  to  the  left  by  wingback  Shad 
Bryant.  Eleven  yards  into  the  Navy  back- 
field  three  Middies  swarmed  Timmons, 
who  flipped  the  ball  ou\  and  back  to 
Shad. 

The  little,  wiry,  speedy,  elusive  Bryant 
cut  to  the  middle  and  sailed  the  remain- 
ing 30  yards  untouched.  Untouched  be- 
cause the  blocking  was  perfection  itself. 
Either  Frank  Deitz  or  Joe  Blalock  (a 
photograph  shows  that  it  fml  to  be  one 


but  not  which  one)  threw  a  perfect  block 
on  the  Navy  safety  man. 

The  Baltimore  Sun  reported  the  block- 
ing so  perfect  that  a  Tiger  blocker  pre- 
ceded Bryant  into  the  endzone. 

In  the  third  period  Navy  drove  to  the 
Clemson  1  1  and  was  stalled  abruptly.  A 
bit  later  Clemson  had  its  running  attack 
chewing  out  yards  when  BOOM!  Aubrey 
Rion  hit  Chippy  Mancss  on  a  pass  play 
that  put  Maness  eight  yards  behind  the 
deepest  Middie  receiver  for  a  30-yard 
touchdown. 

So  unexpected  and  so  flawless  was  the 
call  and  the  execution  that  in  game 
stories  five  different  writers  labeled  the 
play  "a  masterpiece." 

It  mounted  the  score  to  Clemson  15, 
Navy  0.

The  Middies  regrouped  for  a  fourth 
period  touchdown,  but  listen  to  the 
Baltimore  Post's  Craig  Taylor's  evaluation 
of  how  things  stood  at  that  moment: 

"Clemson  then  chose  to  receive, 
quick-kicked  over  Leonard's  head  on 
third  down  and  the  Midshipman  may  well 
have  been  playing  Notre  Dame  all  over 
again  so  far  as  any  chance  of  success  was 
concerned." 

Here  was  little,  unknown  Clemson  in 
the  same  football  sentence  with  Notre 
Dame.  It  was  little,  unknown  Clemson 
stepping  over  the  threshold  into  the 
big-time. 

Other  folks  may  feel  it  happened  some 
other  way  at  some  other  time.  I  don't.  I 
think  it  happened  exactly  this  way  at 
exactly  this  time.

BILL  McLELLAN 

DIRECTORof  ATHLETICS 

Twenty-two  years  ago  Bill  McLellan  walked  on  the 
Clemson  campus  for  the  first  time.  And  ever  since  his  initial 
visit  lie  has  worked  hard  each  year  to  impriive  the  state 
institution. 

A  native  of  Hamer,  S.C.,  McLellan  earned  two  letters  for 
the  Tigers  in  football  under  former  coach  Frank  Howard 
and  was  a  member  of  Clemson's  1952  Gator  Bowl  team. 

He  received  his  BS  in  agronomy  from  Clemson  in  1954 
and  was  then  awarded  a  graduate  research  assistantship 
while  working  on  liis  MS  degree  in  agricultural  economics 
which  he  received  in  1956. 

McLellan  joined  the  athletic  staff  Ma\'  1,  1958,  and  the 
personnel  office  listed  him  as  the  assistant  business  manag- 
er. 

But  the  hard  working  McLellan  literally  became  a  jack  of 
all  trades.  He  handled  the  ticket  sales,  saw  that  the  grass 
was  cut,  purchased  the  athletic  equipment  and  then  when 
the  normal  working  day  was  over  for  most  of  the  university  staff,  he  was  on  the  football  field  -  serving  as  an  assistant  to 
Howard. 

During  those  days  of  the  intricate  substitution,  McLellan  was  the  sideline  bt)okkeeper  for  Howard. 

He  was  appointed  assistant  athletic  director  in  I  "^'(-((i  and  was  named  director  of  athletics  Feb.  4,  1 971 . 

Only  the  third  man  to  hold  the  title  of  athletic  director  over  the  past  41  years,  McLellan  immediately  set  his  goals  on  a 
sound  program  and  one  that  would  make  Clemson  students,  faculty,  alumni,  IPTAY  and  friends  of  the  school  proud. 

"We  have  a  great  student  body,"  the  dedicated  McLellan  remarked.  "And  we  are  most  fortunate  to  have  a  fine  group  of 
fans  who  support  the  Tigers. 

"One  of  our  goals  is  to  make  improvements  within  the  department,  but  we  are  also  making  equal  improvements  for  our 
student  body  as  well." 

Work  is  well  underway  on  the  renovation  of  Fike  Recreation  Center  which  will  provide  space  for  all  of  the  most 
popular  indoor  sports  and  physical  training  activities.  Among  these  will  be  a  Natatorium  which  includes  a  standard 
AAU-size  swimming  pool  and  diving  tank. 

And  when  the  Tigers  take  the  field  Sept.  9th  against  The  Citadel,  fans  will  sit  on  new  aluminum  seats  which  were 
installed  this  past  summer. 

The  Jei-  ey  Athletic  Center,  which  will  house  administrative  offices,  coaches'  offices,  dressing  rooms  and  ticket  office,  is 
expected  to  be  completed  within  the  next  15  months  while  the  new  nine-lane  track  is  over  75  per  cent  complete. 

Those  are  just  some  of  the  things  that  Bill  McLellan  is  doing  for  Clemson  which  will  give  the  Tigers  a  physical  athletic 
plant  that  will  be  second  to  none. 

And  Bill  McLellan  will  continue  working.  He  will  work  to  put  Clemson  athletics  at  the  top.  He's  that  kind  of  person.

THE  COACH 


He's  an  organizer  and  a  leader.  And  most  of  all  he's  a 
dedicated  and  determined  young  man. 

That's  a  good  description  of  Hootie  Ingram,  entering  his 
third  season  as  head  coach  at  Clemson. 

His  goal  is  a  simple  one.  To  rebuild  the  Tigers,  a  team 
that  used  to  run  roughshod  over  the  other  members  of  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Conference,  into  the  power  they  once  were. 

Wlien  Ingram  was  named  as  successor  to  Frank  Howard, 
a  man  who  became  a  legend  in  his  own  time  during  his 
30-year  head  coaching  reign  at  Clemson,  he  began  to 
assemble  coaches  from  all  directions  of  the  country. 

With  his  staff,  he  blended  them  together  with  his  squad 
and  introduced  a  system  that  was  new  to  all  concerned. 

In  his  initial  campaign,  Ingram's  Tigers  scrapped  and 
toiled  through  a  rugged  1 1-game  schedule. 

Although  Clemson  managed  to  record  just  three  wins  in 
1970,  the  Tigers  fought  courageously  in  each  outing,  with 
three  of  their  losses  coming  at  the  hands  of  teams  who 
landed  berths  in  a  post-season  bowl. 


HOOTIE  INGRAM 


After  a  shaky  start  a  year  ago,  both  the  Tig  offense  and 
defense  came  alive  and  Clemson  finished  with  a  5-6  mark,  which  included  a  3-0  win  over  previously  undefeated  and 
nationally-ranked  Duke  and  a  17-7  victory  over  arch-  rival  South  Carolina.  In  addition,  the  Tigs  finished  second  in  the 
ACC. 


And  four  of  the  setbacks  in  Ingram's  second  year  at  the  helm  came 
post-season  contest.

So  things  are  definitely  on  the  up-swing  at  Clemson.  And  Ingram  won't  be  satisfied  with  just  victories  over  certain 
opponents  or  just  an  ACC  title.  His  sights  are  much  higher. 

And  to  people  who  know  Hootie  Ingram,  all  realize  he  is  a  sincce  individual.  Football  is  his  game  and  a  top-notch 
program  is  his  trademark. 

Following  graduation  from  the  University  of  Alabama  in  1955,  Ingram,  a  Tuscaloosa  native  who  was  an 
All-Southeastern  Conference  defensive  back  for  the  Crimson  Tide,  received  his  MA  in  school  administration  from  'Bama. 

His  coaching  career  began  in  the  prep  ranks  as  Ingram  served  as  head  mentor  at  Bradenton,  Fla.,  Higli  for  one  year  and 
at  Tuscaloosa  County  High  for  three  years. 

Ingram  then  served  as  an  assistant  at  Wake  Forest  one  year  and  at  Virginia  Tech  for  three  seasons. 

In  the  next  three  years  as  an  assistant  at  Georgia,  the  Bulldogs  made  two  bowl  appearances  as  did  Arkansas  in  his  final 
three  seasons  as  an  assistant  under  Frank  Broyles. 

Hootie  Ingram  has  compiled  a  lot  of  football  knowledge  over  the  years.  Beginning  with  the  years  at  Bama  when  he  led 
the  nation  in  interceptions  (10)  and  in  yards  returned  (163)  as  a  defensive  back  and  his  two  bowl  appearances  with  the 
Crimson  Tide,  through  his  assistantships  under  such  men  as  Broyles  and  Vince  Dooley;  and  all  the  way  to  his  present  stop 
in  the  small  town  located  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 

He's  making  things  happen  at  Clemson.  Because  Hootie  Ingram  is  that  type  of  guy. 


Ingram  is  married  to  the  former  Toni  Snider  of  Tuscaloosa,  who  also  holds  graduate  and  undergraduate  degrees  from 
Alabama.

TOM  BASS,  Defensive  Line  Coach 

One  of  the  "old  heads,"  Tom  Bass  has  served  under  two  head  coaches  at  Clemson  -- 
first  Frank  Howard  and  now  under  Hootie  Ingram. 

Now  in  his  sixth  year  with  the  Tigers,  Bass  came  to  Clemson  from  Tennessee  where 
he  was  an  assistant  for  the  Volunteers  for  one  season. 

The  Mooresville,  N.C.,  native  starred  in  both  baseball  and  football  at  Maryville 
College  and  earned  his  BA  in  biology  in  1960. 

Bass  served  as  assistant  coach  at  Sevier  County  High  School  in  Sevierville,  Tenn., 
one  year  before  being  elevated  to  head  coach,  a  position  he  held  for  the  next  four 
seasons,  compiling  a  35-7-2  record  and  being  named  East  Tennessee  "Coach-of-the- 
Year"  in  1964. 

Bass  served  as  head  freshman  coach  at  Clemson  his  first  three  seasons  before  being 
named  defensive  line  coach. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Susan  Price  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  and  they  have  three 
children,  Thomas  Steven,  6;  Laura  Jane,  4;  and  John  McAndrew,  2. 

LARRY  BECKISH,  Head  Jayvee  Coach 

Although  he's  the  most  recent  addition  to  the  staff,  Larry  Beckish  is  not  a 
newcomer  to  Clemson.  He  was  a  Tiger  assistant  for  three  years,  two  under  Frank 
Howard  and  one  in  Hootie  Ingram's  initial  year. 

Beckish,  who  served  as  a  varsity  assistant  and  worked  with  the  receivers,  left 
Clemson  following  the  1970  campaign  and  accepted  a  similar  position  on  Fran  Curci's 
staff  at  the  University  of  Miami,  Fla. 

A  native  of  Haledon,  N.J.,  Beckish  received  his  BA  degree  in  education  from 
Wichita  State  in  1963,  where  he  earned  three  letters  in  football.  The  personable 
Beckish  captained  the  '63  squad  and  was  also  named  to  the  All-Missouri  Valley 
Conference  team  as  an  end. 

Following  graduation  from  WSU,  he  remained  at  his  alma  mater  the  next  two  years 
then  served  as  offensive  line  coach  at  Tampa  for  two  seasons.

Burson  was  a  top-notch  defensive  back  at  the  University  of  Georgia,  where  he 
graduated  with  a  BS  in  industrial  arts  in  1966.  Following  graduation,  Burson  was 
drafted  by  the  Washington  Redskins  but  had  to  forego  a  professional  career  due  to  an 
old  college  injury. 

A  native  of  Newnan,  Ga.  Burson  coached  at  Griffin,  Ga.,  High  School  for  two 
years  before  coming  to  Clemson. 

In  his  initial  season  with  the  Tigers,  he  served  as  head  defensive  coach  for  the 
freshman  unit  and  was  elevated  to  the  varsity  staff  the  following  year,  1971,  and 
placed  in  charge  of  the  defensive  ends. 

Burson  is  one  of  the  two  unmarried  members  on  the  staff. 

WHITEY  JORDAN,  Offensive  End  Coach 

The  only  home  Whitey  Jordan  has  known  in  the  past  17  years  is  Clemson.  He  came 
to  Clemson  upon  graduation  from  Florence  High  School,  starred  for  the  Tigers  on  the 
gridiron  four  seasons,  and  has  been  here  ever  since. 

Jordan  was  a  starting  end  on  Clemson's  1957  Orange  Bowl  team  and  also  traveled 
the  bowl  route  as  an  assistant  coach  in  the  1959  Sugar  and  the  '59  Bluebonnet  Bowls. 

Following  graduation  from  Clemson,  Jordan  served  as  an  assistant  freshman  coach 
four  seasons  and  was  named  head  freshman  coach  in  1964. 

After  the  five-year  term  with  the  Cubs,  Jordan  was  named  offensive  end  coach  in 
1965  and  was  the  head  offensive  coach  for  Frank  Howard  in  1968  and  1969. 

Jordan  served  as  offensive  line  coach  in  Hootie  Ingram's  first  year  at  the  helm  and 
was  moved  back  to  his  spot  as  offensive  end  coach  prior  to  last  fall. 

Jordan  is  married  to  the  former  Kappy  Stewart  of  Florence  and  they  are  the 
parents  of  four  children,  Kim,  16;Karol,  14;  Stewart,  13;  and  Jo  Kyle,  10. 


JIMMYE  LAYCOCK,  Assistant  Jayvee  Coach 

One  of  the  friendliest  individuals  on  campus,  Jimmye  Laycock  enters  his  second 
season  as  an  assistant  on  Hootie  Ingram's  staff. 

A  native  of  Hamilton,  Va.,  Laycock  lettered  in  football,  basketball,  baseball  and 
golf  at  Loudoun  Valley  High  School  and  upon  graduation  in  1966  he  entered  William 
&  Mary. 

Laycock  played  both  defensive  back  and  quarterback  for  the  Indians  and  then 
received  his  AB  in  physical  education  in  1970. 

Following  graduation  he  served  as  the  offensive  coordinator  at  Newport  News  High 
School  for  one  season. 

Laycock,  who  will  complete  his  requirements  for  a  Masters  in  Education  at 
Clemson  this  fall,  worked  with  the  freshman  linebackers  a  year  ago  and  will  continue 
with  those  duties  in  addition  to  helping  in  scouting  and  recruiting. 

He  was  married  to  the  former  Ginnie  Klemkowski  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  this  past  June, 
and  they  serve  as  dorm  counselors  in  Mauldin  Hall,  which  houses  the  Tiger  athletes. 

GEORGE  MaclNTYRE,  Defensive  Backfield  Coach 

One  of  the  most  alert  coaches  in  the  game,  George  Maclntyre  came  to  Clemson 
from  the  University  of  Tampa. 

Mac  played  both  quarterback  and  defensive  back  at  the  University  of  Miami,  Fla., 
in  his  undergraduate  days,  completing  his  BS  in  physical  education  in  1961. 

He  entered  the  coaching  field  at  Jacksonville's  Terry  Parker  High  School,  serving  as 
defensive  coach  one  season  and  as  offensive  backfield  coach  one  year. 

But  his  talents  were  soon  discovered  by  his  colleagues  at  Miami,  and  Mac  returned 
to  his  alma  ma  tor,  where  he  served  four  years  as  head  freshman  coach  and  head 
recruiter. 

Mac  then  went  to  Tampa  for  two  years  as  defensive  backfield  coach,  a  position  he 
now  holds  at  Clemson.  And  it's  his  group  in  tiie  Tiger  secondary  that  is  one  of  the 
most  solid  units  in  the  entire  area. 

A  native  of  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  Maclntyre  is  married  to  the  former  Betty  Harvey 
of  Jacksonville.  They  have  two  sons,  Michael,  7;  and  Matt,  3. 

TOM  MOORE,  Defensive  Jayvee  Coach 

Only  in  his  second  season  at  Clemson,  Tom  Moore  joined  Hootie  Ingram's  staf  f  last 
summer. 

A  native  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  Moore  played  with  New  York  Jet  quarterback  Joe 
Namath  at  Beaver  Falls.  Pa.,  High  School. 

Upon  graduation  from  high  school,  Moore  entered  The  Citadel  where  he  lettered 
three  years  in  football  as  a  halfback  and  wide  receiver.  He  was  named  All-Southern 
Conference  and  team  captain  his  senior  year. 

After  receiving  his  BS  in  political  science  from  The  Citadel  in  1967,  Moore  served 
as  a  graduate  assistant  one  year  at  his  alma  mater. 

The  young  coach  then  went  west,  serving  as  offensive  co-ordinator  at  Aurora 
Central  High  School  in  Aurora,  Colo.,  one  year;  head  freshman  coach  at  Wichita  State 
in  1968  and  wide  receiver  coach  at  WSU  in  1969-1970. 

Moore  is  married  to  the  former  Joyce  Stewart  of  Clemson  and  they  have  one 
son,  Rhett,  2. 

GORDON  NORWOOD,  Offensive  Jayvee  Coach 

Another  ex-player  for  head  coach  Hootie  Ingram,  Gordon  Norwood  joined  the 
staff  at  Clemson  following  Ingram's  appointment. 

Born  in  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  Norwood  attended  the  University  of  Arkansas  and 
received  his  BS  in  physical  education  in  1970. 

He  earned  two  letters  as  a  quarterback  at  Arkansas  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Razorbacks  1968  Sugar  Bowl  championship  team.  A  fine  collegiate  athlete,  Norwood 
also  participated  in  freshman  basketball  and  varsity  track  at  U  of  A  and  lettered  one 
year  in  golf. 

Prior  to  joining  the  staff  at  Clemson,  Norwood  served  as  a  graduate  assistant  on 
Frank  Broyles'  staff  at  Arkansas.

DUKE  OWEN,  Offensive  Line  Coach 

Clemson's  overall  improved  play  in  1971  was  aided  by  the  improved  play  of  the 
offensive  line,  which  Duke  Owen  assumed  duties  of  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
season. 

Owen  graduated  from  Georgetown,  Ky.,  College  in  1953  with  a  BS  in  mathematics 
and  physics  and  immediately  became  a  successful  prep  coach. 

Owen  guided  Mount  Sterling,  Ky.,  HS  to  a  76-29-4  overall  record  in  a  nine-year 
period,  taking  his  team  to  the  state  playoffs  in  three  of  his  first  five  years. 

He  then  joined  the  staff  at  the  University  of  Kentucky  where  he  served  five  years 
and  then  went  to  Cincinnati  where  he  was  offensive  line  coach  one  season. 

In  his  initial  season  at  Clemson,  Owen  was  head  freshman  coach  and  then  moved  to 
the  spot  as  offensive  line  coach  last  year.

STEVE  SATTERFIELD,  Offensive  Backfield  Coach 

FoUowing  a  successful  tenure  in  the  high  school  ranks,  Steve  Satterfield  joined  the 
staff  at  Clemson  as  head  freshman  coach.  After  a  year  at  the  helm  of  the  Cubs,  he  was 
named  as  offensive  backfield  coach  for  the  varsity  this  past  June. 

The  Greer,  S.C.,  native  quarterbacked  South  Carolina  teams  for  three  years  and  was 
named  All-ACC  Scholastic  in  1958. 

After  serving  as  a  prep  assistant  four  seasons,  Satterfield  was  head  coach  at 
Greenville's  Wade  Hampton  one  year  and  then  at  Sumter's  Edmunds  High  for  six 
years. 

Wliile  at  Edmunds,  Satterfield's  teams  posted  a  45-19-3  mark,  including  a  4-A  state 
championship  and  an  undefeated  12-0  record  in  1969. 

Satterfield,  who  holds  his  masters  from  Appalachian  State,  is  married  to  the  former 
Barbara  Woodall  of  Taylors,  S.C.  They  have  three  children,  Keleigh,  12;  Steven,  8;  and 
born  this  past  February,  Susan  Joy.

The  South  Carolina  Series 


The  arch  rivals  bristled  as  they  met 

Season  records  they 'd  forget 
For  with  final  outcome  they 'd  know 

Which  way  the  winter  winds  would  blow 
And  of  temperature  of  seat  where  they  set 

Nothing  fancy  about  the  above  little  limerick,  but  there's  more 
truth  than  fiction  in  it. 

For  it  is  Ciemson-South  Carolina  football  time  again  and 
they'll  be  going  at  it  for  the  70th  time.  It  matters  not  that 
Clemson  has  won  39  of  the  previous  games  to  27  for  South 
Carolina,  with  three  ending  a  stalemate. 

And  it  matters  not  that  neither  team  will  have  a  winning 
season  this  year. 

This  will  be  the  third  confrontation  with  the  Gamecocks  for 
Clemson  coach  Hootie  Ingram.  He  lost  a  thriller  at  home  two 
years  ago,  38-32,  in  his  first  encounter.  Then  he  cliarged  into  The 
Cockpit  a  year  ago  and  came  off  with  a  17-7  plum. 

Coach  Paul  Dietzel  of  South  Carolina  has  had  three  times  as 
many  "Clemson  Experiences"  as  Ingram.  And  he  has  broken  even 
in  six  games.  Two  of  his  victories  have  come  in  Death  Valley, 
which  Gamecock  partisians  refer  to  as  "Bird  Paradise"  when  the 
score  goes  their  way. 

But  be  it  in  "Bird  Paradise"  or  in  the  "Chicken  Coup,"  these 
games  have  a  way  of  getting  everybody's  dandruff  up.  And  the 
only  reason  is  that  Clemson  and  South  Carolina  are  playing  each 
other  in  an  athletic  contest. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  it's  been  this  way  since  1896,  which  was 
the  first  year  the  two  arch  rivals  met.  They  didn't  play  in  1901 
and  there  was  a  six-year  break  in  relations  from  1903  until  1909, 
but  since  then  this  once-a-year  struggle  has  been  going  on.  This 


will  be  the  bM\\  consecutive  meeting  today. 

In  the  past  three  decades,  things  have  been  pretty  even  with 
these  two  and  neither  team  has  been  able  to  be  the  dominant  one. 

Clemson  won  three  in  a  row  in  1955-56-57  and  South  Carolina 
took  a  trio  in  1968-69-70.  But  other  than  those  two  "streaks"  the 
best  that  could  be  accomplished  were  several  back-to-back 
triumphs  by  each  school. 

Actually,  since  1940  South  Carolina  has  won  16,  Clemson  14 
and  there  have  been  two  ties.  The  Tiger  victory  in  1940  was  the 
last  of  a  string  of  seven  in  a  row  for  Clemson.  The  Tigers  were 
heavily  favored  to  win  in  1941,  but  Soutli  Carolina  pulled  an 
18-14  upset. 

That  wasn't  the  first  time  this  had  liappencd  and  it  wasn't  to 
be  the  last.  That's  just  the  way  this  series  has  gone. 

One  thing  fans  aren't  likely  to  see  today  is  a  shutout  by  one  of 
the  teams.  Although  Clemson  has  blanked  South  Carolina  21 
times  and  the  Gamecocks  have  displayed  a  scoreless  defense  12 
times  in  the  series,  there  has  not  been  a  shutout  since  1959. 

That  was  the  last  Big  Thursday  game  and  the  Tigers  won  that 
one  in  big  fashion,  27-0. 

This  is  the  1  Ith  meeting  since  the  teams  went  on  a  home  and 
home  series.  And  each  one  has  won  five  apiece  .  .  .  but  not  always 
at  home.  In  fact,  each  team  has  won  three  on  the  road  and  only 
two  before  the  home  crowd.  So  the  home  field  advantage  has 
not  held  true  in  the  past  decade  although  Clemson  was  up 
33-21-3  when  it  was  decided  to  alternate  the  game  sites  instead  of 
playing  each  year  in  Columbia. 

The  score  of  this  game  will  be  one  of  hundreds  listed  in  the 
Sunday  papers,  and  to  most  people  in  the  other  49  states,  it'll  be 
just  another  score.  But  not  to  Tiger  and  Gamecock  fans 
everywhere.  This  is  the  one  they've  been  waiting  on  and 
determine  which  way  the  winter  winds  will  blow.

New 
Solutions 
for 
Old 

Problems 
in 

Agriculture 


FROM  TOP:  Experiment  station 
scientists  are  developing  a  new  method 
for  producing  livestock  feed.  A  truck 
dumps  fresfily  cut  coastal  Bermuda  Grass 
into  a  "pelletizer,"  a  gas-fired 
furnace  tfiat  dries  tfie  grass;  it  is 
then  ground  into  meal  and  formed  into 
pellets  in  the  processing  plant. 
Pellets  can  be  handled  like  corn 
kernels  and  fed  to  livestock. 


Edisto  Station  entomologist  Sam 
Turnipseed  uses  back-pacl<  vacuum 
sampler  to  collect  insects,  which  are 
identified  and  counted  to  indicate 
varieties  of  parasites  and  predators 
present. 


Palmetto  State  agriculture  is  enjoying 
an  exciting  period,  a  time  when  new  ideas 
are  solving  some  old  problems.  For  South 
Carolina  farmers  it's  a  familiar  ball  game, 
but  the  rules  keep  changing. 

Helping  them  keep  up  with  the  future 
are  the  scientists  of  the  South  Carolina 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  one  of 
five  divisions  of  Clemson  University's 
College  of  Agricultural  Sciences.  They 
monitor  consumer  needs  and  desires  for 
various  farm  products;  develop  tech- 
niques for  more  efficient  production, 
processing  and  marketing  procedures; 
periodically  reappraise  the  demand  for 
current  products;  and  help  develop  new 
ones. 

Although  most  of  the  Experiment 
Station's  scientists  are  located  at 
Clemson,  an  important  part  of  the 
Station's  research  program  involves  work 
at  five  branch  experiment  stations. 

At  the  Edisto  Station  near  Blackville,  a 
variety  of  research  problems  are  under 
investigation.  Edisto  researchers  constant- 
ly battle  crop  pests,  cooperating  with 
scientists  in  other  Southern  and  Mid- 
western states.  New  varieties  of  vegetables 
are  being  developed  and  tested,  and 
western  and  northern  cantaloupes  are 
being  interbred  with  the  goal  of  a  new 
marketable  melon  for  South  Carolina 
within  a  few  years.  Other  likely  possibili- 
ties on  the  horizon  are  the  development 
of  disease-resistant  plums  and  apricots. 

Past  accomplishments  of  the  Edisto 
station  include  development  of  two 
varities  of  sweet  potatoes  as  well  as  the 
Edisto  cantaloupe.  Edisto  research  has 
also  helped  increase  the  state-wide  soy- 
bean acreage  yields,  approximately  dou- 
bling what  they  were  ten  years  ago. 

At  the  Truck  Station  near  Charleston, 
Clemson  scientists  are  engaged  in  vege- 
table and  fruit  research.  An  outstanding 
example  of  success  by  Truck  Station 
scientists  is  the  breeding  of  disease  re- 
sistance for  seven  different  diseases  into 
one  cucumber  strain  —  something  never 


before  done  with  any  plant.  The  same 
goal  is  now  sought  for  cabbage,  broccoli 
and  numerous  other  vegetables. 

More  than  300  tomato  varieties  are 
being  evaluated  at  the  Truck  Station  for 
their  adaptability  to  mechanical  harvest- 
ing. The  availability  of  the  Clemson- 
developed  mechanical  harvester  will 
especially  aid  the  fresh  market  tomato 
industry  in  the  Charleston  area.  A  proto- 
type harvester  which  is  undergoing  field 
tests  removes  the  entire  plant  from  the 
soil,  shakes  the  fruit  free  without  bruising 
it,  grades  and  sorts  the  fruit.  Then  it 
dumps  stems,  leaves  and  culled  fruit  back 
onto  the  field,  relieving  the  load  of 
nearby  waste  treatment  plants. 

The  staff  of  the  Pee  Dee  Experiment 
Station  near  Florence  is  concerned  with  a 
different  set  of  cash  crops  -  tobacco, 
corn,  cotton  and  small  grains.  While 
solving  the  problems  of  disease,  pests, 
viruses  and  the  need  for  increasing  the 
yield  of  tobacco.  Pee  Dee  scientists  also 
are  meeting  rigid  industrial  standards  of 
minimum  nicotine  content,  reducing 
costs  of  curing  tobacco  after  harvest,  and 
helping  farmers  market  their  product. 
More  than  100  varieties  and  lines  of 
tobacco  are  being  tested  to  find  genetic 
types  best  suited  for  mechanical  harvest- 
ing. 

Corn  research  at  the  Pee  Dee  Station 
has  contributed  to  the  development  and 
future  utilization  of  a  high-protein 
variety.  Opaque  2.  Cotton  research 
includes  testing  almost  100  different  lines 
for  adaption,  yeild  and  quality.  This  work 
is  in  cooperation  with  many  states. 

At  the  Sandhill  Station  in  Pontiac  a 
variety  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  agrono- 
mic crops,  and  poultry  are  being  tested 
for  adaptation  to  that  section  of  the 
state.  Special  importance  is  being  placed 
upon  these  crops  and  their  role  in  the 
"mechanical  age"  of  agriculture.  Auto- 
mation has  replaced  numerous  hand 
operations,  assuring  more  commodities 
are  available  for  marketing  and  the  con- 


sumer. For  example,  machinery  can  wash 
peaches  and  tomatoes,  grade  them,  add 
fungicides  to  control  diseases,  and  dump 
unsuitable  fruit  -  all  in  the  field  during 
the  harvesting  process. 

More  than  280  varieties  of  peaches  are 
being  evaluated  at  Sandhill  for  adapt- 
ability to  another  mechanical  harvester, 
the  peach  picker.  It  straddles  and  shakes 
the  tree,  then  catches  the  ripe  fruit  which 
moves  by  conveyor  to  packing  boxes. 
Models  now  being  tested  harvest  two 
trees  at  the  same  time.  Agricultural 
engineers,  cooperating  with  horti- 
culturists, are  developing  new  concepts 
on  planting  and  growing  peach  trees  in 
order  to  assure  efficient  use  of  the 
machine.  Their  work  includes  the  use  of 
growth  regulators,  chemicals  which  affect 
the  rate  at  which  peaches  ripen  on  the 
tree.  If  all  peaches  ripen  at  the  same  time, 
the  mechanical  harvester  would  have  to 
pass  over  a  tree  only  once  during  the 
season. 

Near  the  University  campus  are  several 
facilities  for  research  involving  agronomic 
crops,  horticultural  crops,  and  the 
animals  which  help  comprise  South 
Carolina  agriculture  —  beef  cattle,  dairy 
cattle,  chickens,  turkeys  and  swine.  Ail 
phases  of  agricultural  sciences  are  in- 
volved in  the  home-base  program.  The 
Simpson  Station,  located  about  four 
miles  from  Pendleton,  serves  as'  a 
2000-acre  year-round  research  facility  for 
hundreds  of  field  experiments. 

Clemson  area  scientists  cooperate  with 
their  fellow  scientists  at  the  branch 
stations  to  provide  a  total  agricultural 
research  program  for  South  Carolina  and 
its  citizens.  Their  major  objective  is  to 
assist  agriculturalists  by  making  their 
business  continue  to  show  a  satisfactory 
profit  as  they  supply  consumers  with  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  food  desired.  By 
rewriting  much  of  the  rule  book,  these 
determined  Clemson  scientists  are  making 
real  and  continuing  contributions  to  the 
state's  future.

IPTAY  Educates  Student  Athletes 


It  was  organized  in  1934  to  support  the  athletic 
program  at  Clemson.  And  since  that  time,  in  AY  has 
blossomed  into  what  is  probably  the  finest  collegiate 
booster  club  in  America  today. 

The  late  Dr.  Ruppert  H.  (Rube)  Fike  is  responsible  for 
IPTAY's  beginning  that  first  year.  His  thought  was  being 
churned  around  when  the  Tigers  were  at  one  of  their 
lowest  depths  of  football.  Clemson  had  won  only  seven 
games  while  losing  17  and  tieing  five  in  three  years. 

The  beginning  of  IPTAY  was  an  adrenaline  to  football 
and  the  initial  success  experienced  was  more  than  antici- 
pated. For  the  next  eight  seasons,  the  football  teams  had 
break  even  or  better  records.  And  the  sixth  year  after 
IPTAY  was  born,  the  Tigers  went  to  their  first  post- 
season bowl  game. 

IPTAY  was  organized  —  and  it  still  functions  in  the  same 
manner  today  —  with  one  purpose  in  mind,  that  is,  to  finance 
athletic  scholarships  at  Clemson.  Not  one  single  penny 
contributed  during  the  past  39  years  has  been  used  for  any 
other  purpose.  And  all  contributions  are  tax  deductible. 

But  no  one  imagined,  not  even  Dr.  Fike,  that  IPTAY 
would  expand  in  the  manner  that  it  stands  today.  For  the 
past  eight  years,  contributions  to  IPTAY  have  exceeded 
each  previous  year.  And  the  year  which  ended  August  31st 
was  by  far  the  biggest  ever. 

Previous  to  Sept.  1,  1972,  the  officers  and  directors  of 
IPTAY  proposed  the  largest  goal  ever  in  the  history  of 
the  organization  when  $500,000  was  decided  as  the 
amount  needed  to  give  Clemson  a  well  rounded  athletic 


program.  As  the  38th  year  of  I  IT  AY  closed,  the  officers 
and  directors  were  pleased  to  announce  that  $513,470  had 
been  contributed-an  excellent  testimony  by  alumni  and 
friends  of  Clemson  to  their  faith  in  the  athletic  program  at 
Clemson. 

A  new  year  the  39th  began  Sept.  1st.  IPTAY  will 
continue  to  provide  funds  for  student-athletes  seeking  an 
education  which  might  be  impossible  otherwise. 

During  this  past  year  a  new  category  in  IITAY  was 
begun,  that  being  the  Scholarship  Donor.  Twenty  indi- 
viduals or  firms  have  donated  $2,000  each  in  their  name 
to  be  designated  as  an  IPTAY  Scholarship  Donor. 

In  addition,  22  have  contributed  $1,000  or  more,  81 
$500  and  312  at  least  $250.  In  1966,  the  $100  Gold  Card 
was  started  and  this  year  there  were  1,879  who  made  gifts 
of  at  least  $100. 

However,  the  strength  and  backbone  of  the  organization 
is  in  the  7,267  people  who  are  regular  IPTAY  members  of 
at  least  $20.  These  figures  add  up  to  give  IPTAY  the  banner 
year  that  it  has  had  during  its  38th  year  of  service  to 
Clemson's  athletic  program. 

While  football  was  to  be  the  main  beneficiary  of 
IPTAY  funds,  Clemson's  other  athletic  teams  have  also 
benefited  from  the  program.  Conference  championships 
have  been  won  in  football,  baseball,  basketball  and  tennis, 
not  to  mention  the  numerous  All-American  and  all- 
conference  honors  won  by  individuals. 

IPTAY  means  an  investment  in  the  future.  Its  yearly 
stream  of  "alumni"  are  the  leaders  of  tomorrow.
